TROLLEY CAR AND THE BUS 
Large, double-deck motor buses have 


been operating in St. Louis for months 
in competition with the trolley cars. A 
higher fare has been charged on the'buss- 
es, but the traffic has been heavy and the 
company has been increasing the number 
of vehicles and opening new lines. The 
result is that the railways company 
bought the bus lines by" acquiring the ca- 
pital stock. There is one exceptionally 
interesting feature to the acquisition of 
the bus lines by the ^railways company. 
This is that the busses -will continue to be 
operated practically in competition "with 
the- trolley cars and the service vrill be 
developed to accommodate the traffic. 


Transit experts have been studying the 


probabilities of motorbus service -with 
great interest. Is there a possibility that 
the motorbus may supplant the trolley 
car? Would-most persons prefer to ride 
in busses? Could adequate and satisfac- 
tory public accommodations be given, by 
"busses? Could a million, or more pas- 
sengers be transported daily by busses? 
It is almost the unanimous opinion of ex- 
perts that the bus cannot convey masses 
as espeditiously or cheaply as the trolley 
car. 
They are doubtful whether most rid- 


ers would care to use busses. 


TSusses for handling traffic on the main 


avenues of travel in any city are never 
likely to be successful. Saginaw, Michi- 
gan, was without any street car service 
for two or three years and was exceeding- 
ly glad to' get bask to the street cars. It 
is a city of sixty or seventy thousand 
population. Busses as an auxiliary to 
street car systems appear to have great 
possibilities. They are being so operated 
in. many cities now, and it would be bet- 


- ter for the municipalities and the trac- 


tion companies themselves if these aux- 
iliary bus lines were owned and operated 
by the street railway company. A uni- 
fied transportation system is always bet- 
ter than a disorganized and wastefully 
competitive one. 


EATING WATER 


"The National City Bank of New 


York city has obtained from the Unit- 
ed States Fish commission statistics indi- 
cating that the value of the fish landed an- 
nually on th^sea, lake and river banks 
of the principal countries of the world is 
$780,000.000. 
This total may be said 


to represent the waterbank value of fish 
and oysters. 


The statistics give us some idea of com- 


mercial economy in terms of money and 
increasing food supply. Here is an in- 
dustry which owes its prosperity to mo- 
dern methods of transportation, packing, 
storage and refrigeration. It may be 
said that the marketing of water foods 
takes care, of itself as tie consumers' 
demand is satisfied with distribution to 
the chief centers of population. 


Japan ranks first in the value of Ssh- 


.cry products, the annual catch being 
worth $89,000,000. The United States 
is second, with a total of 886,000,000. 
The value of catches of otier countries 
is: France $85.000,000; Spain, §72,- 
000,000; England and "Wales, §65,- 
000.000; Russia. §50,000,000; Portu- 
gal. 
§37.000,000; Greece, §28,000,- 


000; Canada, S28.t)00,000; Sweden, 
§23.000,000; Scotland, §19,000.000; 
Denmark, §15,000,000; Norway, $U,- 
000.000; Germany, $11,000,000, and 
the Netherlands §11,000,000.

en from the oceans. Only a comparative- 
ly yaall amount of tUt which, i§ msa-

keted comes from lakes and rivers. Of 
the total of $86,000,000 of the United 
States, $13,000,000 is the value of 'oys- 
ters. Tho values by districts in the 
United States illustrates the preponder- 
ance of ocean fishery over lake and river. 
Here they are: New England states, 
$20.000,000; Middle Atlantic, $24,- 
OOOJOOO; South Atlantic, $5,330,000; 
Gulf, $6,500,000; Pacific $9,330,000; 
Alaska, $10.000,000; Great Lakes $G,- 
250.000, and Mississippi river section 
$4,500,000. 


When -we think of the food supply, 


meat and grains are our first thought, 
and vegetables our second. "There are 
more fish in the sea tthan ever were 
caught." And nowadays we are deriving 
food from products of mine and forest. 
Chemistry is creating new foods for us. 
There are many vegeta-bles and animal 
growths which are edible, but which have 
notyet been tried as foods. "We need not 
worry about the possible exhaustion of 
the supply in a few centuries or a few 
hundred centuries. The inherent capaci- 
ty of food production throughout the 
world is many hundreds of years greater 
than the apparent probability of in- 
crease in population.

THE RHODE ISLAND JAM 


The parliamentary war in the Rhode 


Island state senate is but one of the many 
examples of the rough course which gov- 
ernment takes when two political parties 
are at outs and neither is capable of en- 
forcing policy. Long protracted disputes 
embitter the opposing partisans, who in 
their anger and anxiety, might commit 
crime to gain their ends. The longer a 
parliamentary struggle lasts the harder 
grows the fighting, the more intense and 
even personal the hate. 


The voters, too, take up the issue. 


Some hotheads among them are amused 
at the use of poison-gas fumes. 
Some 


would be merry were machine guns 
mounted in the hall. Some would cheer 
if the capital were set on fire. Some 
would delight to enter the combat if the 
party generals called out their henchmen 
hosts. 


Leading citizens of Rhode Island, mem- 


bers of both parties, may feel compelled 
to act as pacificators. 
They are • not 


pleased with notorious advertising for 
their commonwealth. Nor do they be- 
lieve in endle'ss antagonism, nor in gas- 
fume offensive. The rank and file of citi- 
zens would hail a change which would un- 
seat the belligerents of both groups. 


The Democrats wish to submit to the 


voters a proposal to amend the state con- 
stitution, but the Republicans are unwil- 
ling that this should be done. In retalia- 
tion the Democrats refuse to pass the ap- 
propriation bill, with the result that state 
employes do not receive their pay for • 
months. 


The turmoil is partisan. The case 


could be settled on its merits very easily 
were.no party interests at stake. Now, 
with a quarrel on, pride forbids either 
side from giving in or compromising; it 
is always easier to avert trouble than to 
mend it. Both sides could win by pass- 
ing both bills. The Republican group 
•would win by procuring money to pay 
current state expenses; the Democrats 
would win by having a chance to submit 
a proposal to the voters.

KICK POWDER AND 01UU8 KOOT CORYZA 
The practice of cropping; the hair of women Is 


holding its popularity, at least with the abnormal- 
ly susceptible class—susceptible to suggestion. Tho 
barbers and hairs dresser are maintaining a very 
effective propaganda of suggestion. They manage 
to make young women of flabby personality think 
"everybody's doing it," and under this impression 
the luckless ones rush in and sacrifice their hair, in 
many cases to repent at leisure. It isn't just tho 
first* cropping that inspires the barbers and hair 
dressers. No. no, Nora, there arc regular bi-week- 
ly trimmings, neck shaves, heat waves andi doar 
knows what all to follow forever and ever—dear 
enough for tho fattest purse. If any girl who reads 
this still has her hair on. I wan to warn her against 
listening to the song of the sloth—the. argument 
that cropping the hair saves one so much time and 
trouble dressing it. After the hair has been chopped 
off once, the young woman's troubles have just 
begun. 
Women who have rashly succumbed to 


this insistent suggestion ot the barbers and hair- 
dressers complain that it takes about. twice the 
time and pains to keep the bobbed hair looking like 
anything but the devil. Tho first cropping Is like 
the first bottle of "cough cure," it sort of creates a 
demand for another. 


The use of orris root powder for shampooing the 


hair is an old' custom. It absorbs considerable oil 
and is therefore particularly effective when the 
scalp or hair is too oily. Women with cropped hair 
resort to this dry shampoo rather because it makes 
the hair more fluffy for a while, and in certain 
cases the use of orris root shampoo is responsible 
for a kind of non-seasonal "hay fever," a hyperes- 
thetic rhinitis, or more properly anaphylactic coryza. 
Women subject to such a. condition should know 
that orris root powder Is a possible cause. 


Tho use of rice powder as a cosmetic is very com- 


mon. 
Sometimes women who.use rice powder on 


the face develop a chronic inflammation- of the 
edges and lining of the eyelids, from, the irritation 
produced by the minute grains of the powder in 
the eyes. When thsl occurs the only relief is ob- 
tained by giving up the use of rice powder, and by 
irrigating the lining of the eyelids with large 
amounts of normal salt solution to wash out the 
embedded rice grains. Besides this mejlanlca! ir- 
ritation by the rice starch granules, i*.-e powder 
sometimes causes the same typ of aaaphylactlc cor- 
yza that orris root does. 
In orris root coryza or rice powder coryza the 


skin test with minute quantities of the substance 
shows whether the individual is sensitized, as in 
skin tests of various pollens in hay fever and for 
various proteins in asthma. 


Other substances which have been -found respon- 


sible for anaphylactic coryza in certain cases are 
goose feather dust, chicken feather dust, horse 
dander, cat dander, and according to Dr. Hal M. 
Davison. of Atlanta, who has studied the question 
thoroughly, even house dust. These are more fa- 
miliar as the causes of asthma. I mention the house 
dust with reluctance. Let us hope this won't dis- 
courage light or medium housekeeping.

the iris becomes pigmented more deeply in the early 
weeks. All eyes are brown — the pigment which 
gives color to eyes is brown. When it is entirely 
absent, the individual ia called an albino. Very lit- 
tle pigment makes the eyes look rblue"; a little 
more, "gray," still more, "brown" and the most 
deeply pigmented irises are called "black.*

of Grading Is One-Fourth 


Cost of Road 


Grading in road construction 
in- 


cludes virtually everything 
except 


paving. In many cases it means re- 
taining wans, piling to prevent slides, 
guard rails, deep cuts and fills, the 
blasting of large quantities of rock, 
and numerous small bridges, in addi- 
tion to the clearing or rights of way, 
ordinary excavation, 
culverts, 
and 


drainage ditches. 
With the same transportation 
fa- 


cilities there is not much variation in 
the cost of the same type of paving 
as between the different states, but 
grading costs rise and fall in dif- 
ferent localities, like the temperature 
chart of a patient with chills and 
fever. 
On the sandy plains of the South- 


west, grading costs are almost noth- 
ng. In any comparatively level or 
rolling country they are low. In hilly 
country they advance rapidly, and in 
mountainous regions reach 
their 


maximum. Thus no definite figures 
as to grading costs can be given. 


From 1917, up to March 1. of the 


present year, the Federal 
Govern- 


ment had helped to build 33.036 miles 
of completed roads. 
These roads In- 


clude all of the leading types, and 
are distributed among all of the forty, 
eight States. On this work the- av- 
erage cost of grading was $7,658 per 
miles. 
Up to the first of March, of this 


year, the average cost of aill road im- 
provements in the United States, as 
shown by the Federal report, was 
$25,562.69 a mile, so that the average 
cost of road making, exclusive of 
grading, was thus $17.904.69 per mile. 
Grading may thus roughly be stated 
to cost slightly more than one-fourth 
of the total price per mile of road.
